repeated three pointers putting the Cavaliers up with a 74-60 lead with only 40 
seconds left on the clock. Unsuspectingly, Forest's William Goode fouled 
Richardson sending him to the floor in pain. He suffered from a bruised tail bone 
and was forced to miss the rest of the game, leaving the team one starter short. 
Immediately an aggressive play began, and the scoreboard was in a frenzy. 
Monroe took control and had 10 steals and 14 points in the last period as the 
Colonels went on a 30-0 run to advance to a 92-76 lead on Monroe's free throw 
with one minute and 48 seconds left in the game. "Monroe has all of the tools to 
be a good one," said Richardson of his 5-foot-10 starter who concluded the night 
with 11 rebounds, making 11 of 22 shots to score 30 points. Lee Shirlen was 7 
for 9 with 11 rebounds and 15 points, while Woodruff had 9 rebounds and 12 
points; Hoggatt added 22. 

Most varsity teams consist of sophomores, juniors, seniors, and maybe a 
freshman or two to keep the bench warm. Hunter Hoggat, however, could barely 
see the bench from his position. He is one of the few freshmen ever to make the 
varsity squad and the only freshman to lead the Seminole District in scoring with 
a 24.9 average. “He can take it to the bucket; he can shoot off the dribble, and 
shoot off the pass," said Rustburg coach Dean Hubbard. Brandon Richardson 
and Norman Dews were also in the top scoring for the Seminole District. 

The Colonels ended their season with a 9-12 record, ranking eighth in the 
Seminole District. They faced off against Jefferson Forest, the regular season 
champions. Despite their effort, they fell short of a victory with a 84-63 defeat. At 
the end of the season Dennis Brown stepped up from the j.v. squad to serve as 
another offensive player. While the season may not have ended with a 20-0 
record, it laid the foundation for the success of the team in the Seminole District.

The Lady Colonels played four games before the district-standings even started, 
winning three against Amherst, Staunton River, and Appomattox but falling to 
Brookville. After they were victorious at Staunton River, the team competed ina 
tournament at Rustburg where they won against Nelson County and William 
Campbell but were defeated by Brookville and, eventually, in the Championships, by 
Rustburg. With a record of 6-3, the Lady Colonels then captured two more victories 
before losing to Rustburg once again. After William Campbell was overcome, the 
girls hit the low point in the season, losing two games in a row. This increased their 
determination, leading to victories in the four final games against Brookville, 
Amherst, William Campbell, and Liberty. "Brookville was a very satisfying game 
because we won after losing to them twice,” said Kara Eller. 

The first game against Appomattox was very close. They lost game one, 14-16, 
but came back to take games two and three, 16-14 and 18-16, thus winning the 
match. Tennelle Smith had 11 kills, four blocks, and six digs. Brooke Mitchell 
contributed five kills and 17 assists. Tresia Turner added 17 service points and Kara 
Eller nine. 

During the second game against Appomattox, at home, the Lady Colonels raised 
their serving game to 87%.

Their season 
ended with a district record of 6-3 and an overall record of 13-6. 

The team consisted of four seniors- all captains, three juniors, three sophomores, 
and one freshman. "We are not just a team; we are a family. When we win, we all win; 
when we lose, we all lose," said Melissa Rhodes. Priscilla Arruda finished the season 
with 88 service points, 46 aces, and six blocks. Brooke Mitchell added 118 service 
points, 45 aces, and 23 blocks. Another starter, Tennelle Smith, had 78 service 
points, 25 aces, and 25 blocks. Tresia Turner also contributed 188 service points, 45 
aces, and five blocks.

For twenty years, the Thrift Store has sup- 
ported the Altavista Life Saving Crew. It started 
out in the loft of the YMCA at Seventh Street 
and then moved to the building across the 
street from Shreve Park on Seventh Street.

One customer, Debbie Kopanko, 
visits four times a week to buy clothes and 
dodads.

| Is it possible for sports teams and band

"Our main purpose is to provide uni- 
forms for teams and cheerleaders," said 
Mrs. Ann Dickerson, Colonel Club secre- 
tary. Colonel Club membership included 
on an average one member for every 
student athlete. In addition to this ser- 
vice, the Colonel Club also provided 
money needed for equipment, camp 
fees , and trophies. This money was 
raised by selling popcorn at football 
games andrunning the concession stand 
at girls' and boys' basketball games and 
junior varsity football games. A 50/50 
raffle at varsity football and boys' basket- 
ball games, a fall sports program, a beef 
stew dinner, and achili dinner were other 
ways of raising funds. Athletic equip- 
ment was very expensive and although 
the Colonel Club had no'set' budget, the 
money was quickly consumed. For ex- 
ample the cost of a set of basketball 
uniforms was $1,254 while a set of base- 
ball pants cost $1,048. 

The Band Boosters consisted of about 
40 active members. They provided ev- 
erything from uniforms to working every 
Saturday for three months. Although 
they had no set budget, they knew their 
limits. "Without support from the com- 
munity and businesses, we could not 
Step on the field", said vice-president, 
Ms. Sandra Dooley. The show, (costing 
approximately $40,000) needed a spe- 
cial touch. It was provided by parents 
and businesses which donated supplies. 
Fund-raisers included hoagie sales, 
raffles, a Brunswick Stew, walk-a-thon, 
and the biggest income-theTrade Lot 
concession stand. 

Both organizations provided service 
which created activities that would oth- 
erwise not exist. Without volunteers and 
community support, none of these groups 
could have operated on the scale they 
did. Thanks to the endless efforts of the 
Colonel Club and Band Boosters, the 
band and athletic programs provided 
students with quality opportunities.
